'HERE DURING 
‘SSC LAW WEEK 


Dr. Robert R. Hamilton, dean of 
ithe College of Law, University of 
Wyoming, is on the SSC campus 
for the current School Law Week. 
Today he will address a luncheon 
group at the Tuesday Club on the 
subject, “Some Legal Frontiers in 
| Education.” 

Tomorrow at 10:40 Dr. Hamilton 
will speak before an all-college as- 
sembly. His topic will be “Educa- 
tional Philosophy of the Supreme 
Court of the United States.” 

During the week, Dr. Hamilton 
has been a consultant for classes 
in school administration. 

School Law Week has been plan- 

ned to emphasize the importance 
of the school administrator having 
an understanding of the legal re- 
sponsibilities of administration as 
well as to stress the importance of 
better understanding of the Cali- 
| fornia Code. Dr. Hamilton has 
| made it possible for SSC to make 
available to various classes in 
school administration the services 
lof an outstanding person in this 
fietd. 

A leading authority on school 
law, Dr. Hamilton has had both 
| tea hing and administrative ex- 
| perience in primary and secondary 
schools. He also taught at Teach- 
ers’ College, Columbia University, 
the University of California at 
Berkeley, and at the University of 
Minnesota. He has been a faculty 
member of the University of Wyo- 
ming since 1929, and dean of law 
there since 1941. In 1947, Dr. Ham- 
ilton was a consultant for the 
President’s Advisory Committee, 
Washington, D. C. 

Dr. Hamilton is co-author with 
Paul R. Mort of The Law and Pub- 

| olie Education, and he is the editor 
of Law Newsletters.

Through the alertness and presence of mind of Hans Weisshaar, 
| famed violin maker of Sunset Strip and member of Local 47, the cele- 
| brated Red Diamond Stradivari, which during recent floods in southern 


| California, was 
of dignity among the 
| treasures of the world. 

| For twenty years the solo instru- 
|}ment of Sascha Jacobsen, interna- 
| tionally-known violinist, and mem- 


ber of Local 47, the Red Diamond | 


|has been heard by audiences fa: 
,and wid., and has been noted for 
its outstanding tonal qualities. 

Swept from the hands of Jacob- 
|sen, as he attempted to abandon 
|his stalled car in the face of a 
| threatening flood at Sunset Boule- 
| vard and Pacific Coast Highway 
1101, the instrument was washed 
jand carried into the Pacific ocean. 
|A day later, F. H. Sturdy, an at- 
torney of 611 N. Alpine Drive, Bev- 
jerly Hills, spotted Jacobsen’s wa- 
| ter-soaked violin, three miles away, 
| resting in its case on the sands of 
Santa Monica beach, where it had 
washed ashore, saved by the hands 
| of providence. 


| Rushed at once to the shop of 
|the noted Weisshaar, it was neces- 
sary for the famed luthier quickly 
|to treat the outer surface of the 
je with a special preparation, 
thus preserving the irreplaceable 
Cremonese varnish, which other- 
wise would have been completely 
destroyed by the instrument’s pro- 
longed immersion in salt water. 
Working tirelessly throughout 
jthe night, and keeping vigil for 
|two nights thereafter, it was nec- 
|essary for Weisshaar to construct 
| special moulds, built to fit the di- 
mensions of the instrument, which

washed into the Pacific, once again will take its plac« 


| had become unglued, and gradually 
| was falling apart. Placed in these 
| quickly tailored-to-measure forms, 
| the separated sections of the Strad 
were securely clamped to prevent 
warpage while drying out. Had the 
| instrument not been given the im- 
| mediate attention it received, res- 
| toration would have been an im- 
| possibility, due to excessive warp- 
| age, a certain amount of which al- 
ready had set in. When first exam- 
lined, the Red Diamond’s precious 
label, torn into three parts, was 
| found floating around inside the 
| instrument. 

| With its life now assured, 
;its various parts safely drying in 
| moulds, the famed violin seen will 
| Se reassembled and restored to it: 
former fine condition. Thanks to 
the skill of Weisshaar, the instru- 
ment will be none the worse, tonal- 
ly or physically, for having been 
given a thorough dunking in icy 
waters of the mighty Pacific.
